Chicago dirthplace of the national Roose- 
velt movement—was e center of political 
enthusiasni last night. Col. Roosevelt's an- 
nouncement that he will accept the presi- 
dential nomination was hailed wtih joy by 
leaders in the movement, which had its be- 
ginning here less than two months ago and 
has since swept throughout the country. 

With Col. Roosevelt's position clearly de- 
fined, his active supporters in Chicago de- 
olare the campaign will be given added im- 
petus. The fight to nominate him at the Re- 
publican national convention in June is on 
in earnest now, they say. There is no longer 
any excuse for hesitation on the part of 
political leaders, they assert. 

Now that Col. Roosevelt has spoken, di- 
rectors of the national campaign in Chicago 
say, the work of securing delegates will pro- 
ceed rapidly. Certain persons have been 
backward about joining the movement be- 
cause of the uncertainty of the colonel’s posi- 
tion, but it is asgerted these will now come 
forward to help-to make him the Republican 
candidate. 


Expect Army of Workers. 

From every precinct, county and state, the 
leaders expect, there will come thousands of 
willing workers who feel Col. Roosevelt is the 
logical camdidate and the only man who can 
carry the party to success next November. 

Although the movement has grown stead- 
lly and at a speed that astonished even his 
most active supporters since the formation 
of the national Roosevelt committee, yester- 
day's announcement is expected to add great 
strength to the boom. 

After the national committee was formed 
headquarters were opened and an effort 
was made to crystallize the movement 
throughout the country. Alexander H. Re- 
vell, who was selected as @ airman, has 
devoted a large part of his time to directing 
the campaign. 

Shortly after the national committee was 
established, the Illinois Roosevelt commit- 
tee began work. 
league was formed to carry on the work in 
the city. Headquarters for all three organi- 
zations have been maintained at the Con- 
gress hotel. 

The sentiment developed 80 rapidly 
throughout the country that a call was sent 
out for a national conference to be held on 
Feb. 10. On that day delegates from all 
parts of the country and the governors of 
eight states assembled. After an all day 
meeting the governors directed a letter to 
Col. Roosevelt, urging him to be a candidate. 
It was his answer to this communication 
that the colonel made yesterday. 

Local leaders fn the movement are highly 
pleased. They declared that with his posi- 
tion defmed their work will be greatly 
aided. 


Chairman Revell Was Confident. 

Declaring there is a general demand 
throughout the country for a second elec- 
tive Roosevelt term.“ Mr. Revell comment- 
ed on Col. Roosevelt's announcement in the 
following statement; 

„1 had no doubt as to Col. Roosevelt's 
answer beca he always has been a man 
of the people who has subordinated hig per- 
sonal desires to serve them. He did this 
when he accepted the nomination for vice 
president. He tried to avoid it, as we all 
know, but finally submitted to what the peo- 
ple thought the best interests of ail. 

„He has come through a period when he 

considered by many a dangerous radi- 
ca] and when he was sudjected to indignity 
in many forms of criticism, to a time when 
he is regarded as, after all, the true, far see- 
ing conservative who. disregards time and 
considers only that which will serve best the 
people to whom service is due.

“We had felt, of course, that Col. Roose- 
velt could not refuse the nomination if it 
was offered him,” said Edward J. Brundage, 
former corporation counsel. “ The definite 
knowledge, however, that he will accept 
it I believe will add a great impetus to the 
movement.

HURT BY-COLONEL’S ACT,

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—(Special.J— 
President Taft today was given a copy of 
the letter of Theodore Roosevelt in which 
the latter announced he would enter the 
presidential race. He was not discouraged 
by the action. This was shown by a state- 
ment,, which he made to a senator who asked 
that hie name be not used. This statement 
was: : 

“I know that we are right, and I am con- 
fident that we will be successful. 

It has been only in the last fortnight that 
President Taft has been willing to admit tc 
his closest friends that he believed Col. 
Roosevelt would enter the race against him. 
It is doubted whether up to the last minute 
he was fully convinced that any anmounce- 
ment coming from his predecessor would 
be without a string attached. 


Taft Hurt by Movement. 

That President Taft was deeply hurt to 
know that from now on he must engage in 
an open contest against the man under whom 
he had served for many sears became known 
soon after the Roosevelt letter Aas made 
public. 

The relations between Col. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Taft, when the latter served as secretary 
of war, were exceptionally olose. For 
months President Taft refused to believe 
that Col. Roosevelt would oppose him for a 
renomination ard that he was convinced the 
colonel.would turn a deaf ear to all urging 
that he himself become a candidate was 
known to all Mr. Taft's friends. These 
friends have pointed out that Secretary of

Cabinet Men Meet Roosevelt. 

It has been a matter of comment that Sec- 
retaries Stimson and Meyer have been fre- 
quent visitors to Col. Roosevelt's offices in 
New York or his home at Oyster Bay. These 
visits were accepted as proof that Taft and 
Roosevelt were not wholly estranged. There 
is a great deal of speculation here tonight 
as to the probable attitude of these members 
of the cabinet. If their support is given 
to Col. Roogevelt their resignations may be 
expected. 

So far as Secretary Stimson is concerned, 
it is known that he entered the ‘Taft cabinet 
unhampered as to any future political ac- 
tivity. Yet he has accepted an invi 
to speak in Chicago on March 5 at the 
club meeting. 

Last Friday Secretary Mayer met a rumor 
that he was about to resign with this state- 
ment: 

It I remain in the cabinet, as I intend to 
do, it, is evident that my Joyalty will be with 
my chief.“ 

The Roosevelt letter was read to Senators 
La Follette and Cummins, both avowed can- 
didates for the Republican nomination, but 
neither would make any comment.

Both Miss 
Sophronisba Breckenridge, dean of women at 
the University of Chicago, and Mrs. Cather- 
ine Waugh McCulloch of Evanston agree 
that the ideal young woman must be econom- 
ically independent—ea qualification that did 
not occur (o the Rockefeller Bible class. 


Should Be Able to Earn Living. 

“I note that the first qualification is that 
she should do the proposing,’ Mies Breckin- 
ridge said. / I suppose that means that she 
should do the selecting. I think that’s right. 
Certainly she should have the refusing. And 
if she is to have the refusing she must be able 
to earn her own living. She must not be de- 
pendent on the favor or the earning capacity 
of any man. 

„A woman should have the choice between 
marrying or not marrying. She should not be 
compelled to marry for a home, or for any 
other reason than her desire to wed @ par- 
ticular man. Unless she iain a positon to re- 
fuse marriage, her life isalottery. Her mar- 
riage may give her everything, or nothing 
The woman who can't take care of herself 
can’t make a successful marriage, except 
by luck. The ideal woman must be free to 
choose the father of her children. 

„ As for the suggestion. that the ideal 
woman should have slim hips—why, that's 
nobody's business, Miss Breciinridge con- 


cluded. 


Opposed to Girl “Proposing.” 
Mrs. McCulloch said it semed to her that, 
in the first place, the young men of the Rock- 
eteller Bible class were defining a young

Supreme Court of France Hands Down 


Decision in Case of American Co 
Agent at Lille. 8 
PARIS, Feb. 26.—The Court of Cassation 


(the Supreme court of France) has handed 
down an important decision bearing on dip- 
lomatic immunity. 
Recently the appeal court. decided that 
charges made in 1900 against Christopher 
J. King, 
Lille, in connection with the sale of shares 
in a Mexican mine, must be abandoned. 
Prior to this King had been summoned befere > 
the correctional court, where he asserted 
that his activities. were strictly confined te 
the range of his official duties. He pleaded 
diplomatic immunity, which is provided for 
in the Franco-American agreement of 1263. 
This plea was accepted, and the appeal 
court, to which the case waa taken, held 
that, es American consular agent, King 
could neither be arrested nor be tried by 


The prosecution carried the case to the 
Court of Cassation, which reversed the pre- 
vious decision and rules that a diplomatic 
capacity precluded arrest, but not trial. In 
event “of condemnation it would, therefore, 
be for the government to take up the matter 
with the government of the United States.

FOR GOOD ALDERMEN. 

Today throughout the city a struggle is 
clexing which will have much to do with the 
welfare of this community in the coming 
year. In noi a few of the wards the pri- 
mary results of tomorrow will be fiual. 

One of these wards is the Seventh, whete 
factional politics is doing its best to drag 
down one of the best members of the coun- 
cil, Ald. Snow. The Republican voters 
should see to it that forces outside of this 
ward be not permitted to invade it and 
cheat the ward and the city of a reliable 
and able representatire. 

Voters have another duty to perform, and 
that is to weed out what remains of the 
Lorimer influence in city politics.

MEASLES. 

ULLETIN 109 ot the census bu- 

reau tells us that in 1910 measles 

caused a death rate of 12.3 per 

100,000 population in the registra- 

tion area. It further says it is 
true that many deaths assigned to other 
causes are due to the unfortunate conse- 
quences of this disease. 

In nursing babies it is more fatal than 

diphtheria or scarlet fever. Health offi- 
cers have more trouble holding a measles 
epidemic in check than one from any 
other disease, simply because ‘people are 
not afraid of measles. So, if fear does 
harm in some directions, lack of it does 
harm in others. 


The proper ground is the middle 


ground—an intelligent regard for the de- 


gree of risk involved in any relation and 
such safeguards as experience has proved 
to furnish security. So the principle of 
fear is about the same in measles and 
money, diphtheria and traveling, scarlet 
fever and merchandising. 

Measles begins with a fever and the 
other symptoms of a severe cold. Four 
days later the eruption comes out; after 
two days it fades away, the fever goes, 
and convalescence is established. When 
this, the normal course, is interfered 
with it is because—secondarily, an In- 
fection of the lung (pneumonia), of the 
kidney (acute Bright’s disease) has come 
on. The germ gets into the nose and 
from there goes into the blood. The 
germs are’ spread from the time the 
first symptom starts until the fever 
drops. 


— 

The important point to remember is 
that it is contagious before there is any 
symptom which is clearly distinctive 
during that four days before the break- 
ing out comes. Therefore, all children 
with colds and fevers should be exclud- 
ed from the schoolroom and isolated at 
home, 

The second important point is that the 
germ cannot be found in the nose secre- 
tions or in the blood after the fever has 
dropped. Therefore, a short quarantine 


\ fs safe, say, one week in some cases and 


ten days to two weeks in others. If the 
officials put the people to too much 
trouble they will not keep quarantine, 
but anybody ought to be willing to keep 
a five to ten days’ quarantine. 


PREATHING AND CONSUMPTION. 

Dr. A. W. Foreman of White Hall, III., 
says that for thirty years he has ser.‘ his 
tubercular patients to the Rocky mountains 
with excellent results. The altitude he has 
found best is 5,000 feet. His explanation 18 
that the air is poorer in oxygen, and the 
breathing must be deep in order to have the 
blood get enough oxygen. This brings into 
play all the air sace. Lazy breathing ts not 
possible. He has seen patients increase their 
chest measurements in this way three to 
four Inches. 

REPLY. 

The reasons consumptives do well in the Rocky 
mountalas are several. Elevation is one of thera, 
and not the most important. In certain stages of 
the disease the lunge hea! better when kept as 
in others they get on better 
when breathing is deeper. So, deep breathing may 
do good or do harm.

MALADY NOT BRHEUMATISM. 

F. E. C. writes: “I have a good deal of 
trouble with what some call rheumatism in 
myphands. There is a deposit in the joints 
and the big ligaments seem to draw so that 
the fingers are stiffened to such an extent 
that I cannot close my hands tightly. The 
fingers are also swollen and sore. What is the 
cause? Will any sort of dieting help it? Is 
it rheumatism or is it a troubis of the 
nerves? Is there any cure?’ 

REPLY. 

I judge you have deforming arthritis. Diet will 
not affect it, except as plenty of nutritious food 
helps all parte of the body. It ie not rheumatism; 
it e @ nervous trouble, usually.

NO APPARATUS REQUIRED. 

A. W. writes: “I am a girl 16 years old, 
slight and email for my age. Will you please 
tell me what kind of exercise I can take at 
home which will give strength to my hands 
and arms?” | 

REPLY. 

No apparatus is required. The method recom- 
mended is to oppose one set of muscles to another. 
When the wrist fe flexed pull against that force 
with the exténéor muscles. Instead of having a 
group of muscles Mt against a weight, have them 
lift against the opposing muscles. In this way 
flex and extend the fingers, flex and extend the 
wrist, flex and extend the fore arm, and rotate the 
fore arm back and forth. Do each of these move- 
ments twenty times @ day. Keep it up for months,

BOY WITH ENLARGED TONSILS. 

Mrs. C. R. R. writes: Can a pupil be 
barred from attending the public school on 
account of enlarged tonsils, where they only 
‘swell occasionally” when having a cold, no 
adénolds, and the bieathing natural and 
sleep healthy and normal? A trained nurse 
tells me they are catching, but our physician 
advises against having the tonsils out, say- 
ing the trouble will be outgrown. The nurse 
says the boy will not be allowed to attend 
school.” 

REPLY. 

It the tonsils are not enlarged as the result of 
diphtheria or other acute infection, the pupil will 
not be barred from school. If the school doctor 
and nurse think the tonsils should be removed, you 
had better take their advice. Outgrowing tonsils 
usually costs more than it comes to. Do not neg- 
lect your child.

REDUCE QUANTITY OF FOOD. 

H. I. M. writes: “If you wish to reduce 
your weight should vou eat foods containing 
calories or protein? I am interested in your 
statements of food values.” 

REPLY. 

Eat food low in calories—or, to put ft simpler. 
decrease the supply of bread, potatoes, sugar, and 
milk.

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RINCE ADELBERT of Prussia is by 
no means the only scion of German 
royalty who contemplates visiting the 
United States between now and next 
Christmas; and while the kaiser’s 

sailor son has not even commenced any 
preparations for his departure, the em- 
peror's nephew, Prince Waldemar of Prus 
sia, has already sailed; not across the At- 
lantic, however, but via the Suez canal, the 
Indian ocean, and the Pacific. He will reach 
the United States, indeed, by way of the 
Golden Gate, and it is proposed he should 
spend several months in, this country in 
traveling, without being hampered in any 
way by naval duties. For he, too, belongs, at 
any rate officially, to the imperial navy, in 
which he holds the rank of first lieutenant, 
although he has never seen any service at 
sea. He is the eldest son of the kaiser’s only 
brother, Prince Henry of Prussia, whose 
state visit to America, in the early spring 
of 1902, was so great a success. 

Prince Waldemar has not inherited his 
sailor father’s strong and rugged health In 
fact; he is extremely delicate, and much of 
the twenty-three years of his life has been 
spent in private hospitals and therapeutic 
institutions, notably at Dresden in the hope 
of strengthening his constitution. He is 
tall, painfully thin, wears pince-nez, and 
conveys far more the impression of the shy 
and retiring student than of a militant, ag- 
gressive Hohenzollern. In fact, he is more 
to his advantage in mufti than in naval or 
military uniform. His principal gentleman 
in Waiting during his foreign tour is the 
naval surgeon, Dr. Bilfinger—no connection 
of Mark Twain’s guide in The Innocents 
Abroad "—who was chosen because he had 
served on the Pacific and Chinese stations. 
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Sir Theodore Fry, whore death das just 
taken place, was one of the first Quakers 
to accept @ baronetcy, and has\had many 
associations in this country, not only among 
the Society of Friends in America but also 
in the shape of relatives, his third eon, Walter 
Fry, making his home at Long island, at 
Wading river. The Frys joined the Society 
of Friends in 1686, and since then have been 
always identified therewith, the family hav- 
ing @uring the last hundred years acquired 
an enormous fortune by the manufacture of 
chocolate and cocoa. In fact, Lord Justice 
Fry, a cousin of the late baronet and the 
principal member of the court of interna- 
tional arbitration at The Hague, uped to be 
known in his younger daye, both at college 
and afterwards at the bar, by the nickname 
of Cocoa He is a kindly old fellow, who 
was selected some years ago by the United 


States to act as its arbitrator in its claim 


against Mexico arising out of the so-called 
pious fund of California. His principal hobby 
is the study and collection of mosses, ¢on- 
cerning which he bas issued a standard work. 
He is likewise the author of a weighty vaj- 
ume on the “ Accordance of Christianity 
with the Nature of Man,“ and is, I need 
hardly add, rather serious in his tastes. 

There was a good deal of criticism among 
the Society of Friends when his cousin, the 
late Sir Theodore Fry, accepted a baronetey 
some twenty years ago at the instance of his 
friend Mr, Gladstone. His fellow Quakers 
did not consider it consistent with their rules 
and principles, for a baronetcy carries with 
it not only the implied but the express obliga- 
tion of military eervice. typified by the blood 
stained hand which fs the distinctive heraldic 
badge of every baronet.

GUN TOTING IN CANADA. 


Thessalon, Ont, Feb. 1%.—{Editor of The 


Tribune.]—In your issue of Feb. 14 you refer 
editorially to the need for repression of 
“armed youth in Chicago.” Notwithstand- 
ing that we have had in Canada for more 
than forty years a law against the carrying 
of concealed weapons, we have suffered from 
the indiscriminate trade in revolvers. Re- 
cently in Ontario the law has been strength- 
ened by making it illegal for any one to pur- 
chase a revolver without a permit from a 
magistrate, who must be satisfied as to the 
need of the applicant.” Further, only U- 
censed dealers are now allowed to sell them, 
and they must keep a record of sales, with 
name and address of purchaser, make and 
number of weapon purchased, and copy of 
license. Police authorities are also given the 
right to search suspected persons and con- 
fiscate any unauthorized weapons found on 
them. Murderous knives, stilettos, etc., are 
included. A law of this kind ought to be

TRYING TO SHIFT THE DEFricrT. 

Chicago, Feb. 28.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une IA correspondent writing to THE 
TRIBUNE is of the opinion that publishers 
are getting what they deserve in the way of 
poor second class mail service because they 
are paying postage at the rate of 1 cent per 
pound. He calls this “special privilege,” 
and declares that publishers should be com- 
pelled to pay at the regular third class rate. 
This writer obviously has little knowledge of 
the publication business. He likewise does 
net realize that the United States postal 
service belongs to the people of the United 
States and is by ight not a mere plaything 
of the politicians. 

Daily newspapers as well as weekly and 
monthly publications are a necessity of life— 
to intelligent people—and about the only 
necessities of life which have not advanced 
in cost to the consumer in recent years. 

A daily newspaper, like fresh milk, loses its 
value if long delayed in reaching the con- 
sumer, and yet this correspondent rejoices 
because the only necessity and luxury within 
reach of all of the people is receiving bungle- 
some treatment by the postal department, 
and suggests that nine times the rate for 
transportation be charged for the delivery 
of publications. 

Th other words, to make good the mistakes 
of the postal department he would have the 
newspaper consumer pay the additional 
cost in postage, and for no better postal de- 
livery service. There is no publication that 
could afford at its present subscription prices 
to stand such a heavy tax. A rale in sub- 
scription price of all publications would be 
necessary in order for them to «xfst. This 
cotrespondent will find that the reading pub- 
lic are not anxious to have the deficit of the 
postal department thus shifted over to the 
publichers and thence, necessarily, to its own 
shoulders.

American Composer.

tar the most impressive thing about 


the quartet by David Stanley Smith, 


* which came to its fret Chicago hear- 
ing yesterday afternoon at the hands 

of the Kneisels, is the fact that its 
composer is connected with the musical de- 
partment of Yale university. At frst glance 
that mey seem to have nothing to do with the 
merits of the composition. But the thought- 
ful listener may easily convince himself that 
just the contrary is true. It is, ot course, im- 
posaible to say just why Mr. Smith was 
meved to write his quartet in E minor, but the 
impression is gmavoidabie that he was 
prompted by a sense of duty, for of a spon- 
taneous and inevitable impulse to musical ex- 
pression slight evidence was to be discovered. 
His themes were poor in their appeal to the 
senses or the imagination; they were ill suited 
to development in the polyphonic idiom of 
the string quartet, a circumstance which 
further hae embarrassed the composer; for, 
having little or nothing to say in the first 
place, he also has experienced difficulty in 
arranging his ideas im a manner suited to the 
medium selected: Reduced to the compass of 


little piléces for the piano they might prove 


attractive, for the quartet is not devoid of its 
brilliant moments, such as the opening of the 
Scherzo and the first few measures of the F 
major section of the same movement, when 
the ‘cello sings a grateful melody against a 
characteristic figuration. 

The work is in the customary four move- 
ments, all dutifully and correctly worked 
out. There was some effort toward that 
variety of harmonic color which we have 

‘learned to expect. The general values would 
have been vastly increased had the composer 
possessed the contrapuntal technic to support 
his melodie ideas with a melodie treatment 
of the tributary voices in place of the poorly 
transcribed piano figurations employed.

Economical Housekeeping 


Orange Marmalade. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE preference in marmalades today is for 

a clear, amber, or transparent preserve 

resembling the kind anciently. known as 

Cairns marmalade, in distinction from 

the Scotch marmalade, which was more 
solid and pulpy and withal more expensive. We 
are also in favor of marmalades that are less 
trouble to make than the old ones and answer 
the purpose just as well or really suit the taste 
better. 

We can make this agreeable winter preserve 
without the long separate boiling of the orange 
skins, the cutting them into strips, the separa- 
tion of the sugar, and the separate soaking of 
the pips—a process which as a whole used often 
to be cantinued for sixty hours. 

The white part between the yellow rind and 
the inner skin of the orange used to be most 
sedulously removed, but now we know that 
there is great economy in using it. By doing 
so we can use large quantities of water in pro- 
portion to fruit, for it has the property of con- 
verting this into jelly. 

The Seville orange used to be the orange used 
in Scotland and England for marmalades be- 
cause of its bitter flavor, but we can get the 
same effect by using the grapefruit. An all 
grapefruit marmalade is not nearly so attrac- 
tive and pretty as one of combined fruits, nor 
does it have the zest that the grapefruit seems 
to give to a marmalade where it is only one of 
the constituents. 

In making marmalade wash all fruit thor- 
oughly and wipe dry. A sharp knife is a prime 
essential to this business. 

A formula deservedly in nearly universal use 
today, and one which has gone the rounds of 
the woman’s magazines and has been reprinted 
elsewhere and often, sometimes with its real 
name and often without, is the following: 


Amber Marmalade.—Slice thin—skin and ll 
one grapefruit, one orange, one lemon. Add to 
this three times its measure of water and allow 
to stand overnight. Cook for ten minutes the 
next morning and then allow to stand until the 
next morning, when finish by adding as much 
sugar as there is liquid and boiling slowly until 
done, or until it jellies. The time commonly 
given is two hours, but a half our less than 
this is ample.
